Consumer Price Indices 
Germany (Fed. Rep.). 

A new series of consumer price indices with original base 1958=100 has 
been introduced in this issue of the Supplement. 

The index is based on the results of a family budget survey conducted 
during 1958 among 275 employees’ families, each family comprising two 
adults and two children, one child being under 15 years of age at the time 
of the survey. 

Prices for all items except rent are collected monthly. Rent quotations 
are obtained quarterly for three types of houses, i.e. those built before 
July 1918, those constructed between July 1918 and June 1948 and finally 
those built after June 1948 ; within the over-all rent subgroup the weights 
assigned to these types of housing are respectively : 31.2, 22.9 and 45.9 per 
cent. Arithmetic averages of prices for each province (Land) are weighted 
with the corresponding population figures in order to obtain average prices 
for the whole country. 

The index is computed as a weighted arithmetic average with fixed base.

A new series of consumer price indices with original base 1959= 100 has 
been introduced in this issue of the Supplement. 

The index is based on three family budget surveys, the first having been 
conducted in 1954 among families of farmers and fishermen, the second 
from May 1955 te April 1956 among old-age pensioners and the third in 1958 
among 3,500 households in all social groups. 

Prices for most of the 700 items included in the index being identica! 
throughout the country, current monthly price quotations for fixed price 
items are collected from selected outlets in Oslo only ; prices for the remain- 
ing items are obtained from 101 localities. Quotations for the “ rent, fuel 
and light ” subgroup are estimated from the results of an annual housing 
survey. Price averages for the whole country are calculated by weighting 
average prices for the various areas, according to their relative share in the 
country’s retail turnover. 

The index is computed as a weighted arithmetic average with fixed base. 
The percentage weights used in the computation of the index are as follows :
